The reason why we picked 
up the story from the Wall Street Journal 
for our Mar. 4 edition is, of course, because 
no other Sierra Madreans have appeared in 
the Journal. We felt the community would en¬ 
joy reading the story even though space and 
copyright laws did not make it possible for 
us to print the story in its entirety. 

This situation reminds us of something the 
founder of the journalism department of Bos¬ 
ton University is quoted as saying, “If you 
have a need to be loved and intend to stay 
in newspapering, get a dog. Better yet, get two 
dogs.” 

We shall continue to bring up-to-date 
news to the people of our community. And we 
shall continue to print all Letters to the Editor 
whether they praise us or “damn” us.

Final Decision on Project 
Reverses Former Decision 


A final compromise con¬ 
cerning the Shaw Ranch 
Housing project, to be called 
“Hastings Heights,” showed 
a reversal of a previous de¬ 
cision. The final compromise, 
reached Feb. 16, showed the 
project to be approved for 
28 homes after an earlier 
decision turned down builders. 

Builders Nordberg and Nie- 
meyer have Los Angeles 
County approval for 22 
homes with use of septic 


tanks. In order to offset the 
cost of the annexation to the 
city of Pasadena and to tie 
into the Pasadena sewer sys¬ 
tem, the builders first ap¬ 
plied for a permit to build 
33 homes. That bid was re¬ 
jected at a Feb. 9 meeting of 
the Pasadena Board of Di¬ 
rectors: However, that de¬ 
cision was replaced by the 
later one. 

UHRA President John 
Winkler and Ranch Top Block 
Captain Dick Graves have 


attended every pertinent 
Pasadena zoning board meet¬ 
ing, protesting the density of 
homes and the single exit. 
In the event of fire or 
flooding the Hastings Heights 
project presents the possibility 
of disastrous loss of life and 
property. 

For the pas, year the Up¬ 
per Hastings Ranch Associa¬ 
tion has monitored the Shaw 
Ranch Housing Project. 
This 24-acre area is located 



between Pasadena Glen and 
Upper Hastings, north of 
Eaton Canyon Golf Course 
and the debris basin. 

The overall building plans 
called for only one exit to 
the east, through Ranch Top 
Road. However, there will be 
a locked emergency gate on 
the west side, funneling into 
the narrow, congested Pasa¬ 
dena Glen area. 

An organized group of Glen 
residents object strongly to 
the whole project.

lolino Lim seems to be the idea man and 
Eddie Martinez the,production man in a partnership 
that has just moved into Sierra Madre. The 
Lim/Martinez Imagineeres are situated on Baldwin 
in the former Dumas Electrical location. 

“We are in the cultural and educational aspect 
of entertainment,” Lim said recently, and points 
to amusement parks and theme centers they have 
done in the past. 

They have worked for Disney from time to 
time and have just completed work on the Epcot 
Center, a new project at Disneyworld. They create 
posters for Disney, produce ride concepts, put 
whole pavilions together. They design and produce 
dreams for the world. 

Children see experiences as play instead of 
learning, Lim explained, and said the Imagineers 
attempt to use this concept in their projects. 

“If we can capture the experience of play 
and find out why man in general plays, we’ll 
have a better idea of where man is going in this 
world,” Lim says. They have spent time 
philosophizing about Disney’s concept of 
entertainment. And that’s when the two men 
decided to leave large corporations and “begin 


again in the garage where we started,” referring 
to their art. 

Martinez says, “You don’t teach a child. You 
learn from a child. We lost the ability to learn fun 
play. Sometimes too much of the academics are 
stressed. We want to understand nature because we 
feel we have lost touch with the natural elements.” 

What is cultural? they ask. What do the 
different cultural groups have in common? 
Commonness, they answer. Man is fascinated by 
the basic need to survive. However, the Imagineers 
men say, it is time for us all to learn how to play 
through the eyes of children. 

And that’s what they are about. These two 
visual people — visual because they work in the 
art of paint, pencil and pen. The best language 
of all is art, they explain. That’s the art of 
communication, also. 

Lim talks for awhile, then Martinez interjects 
his impression of where they are putting their 
emphasis, “Our education has come through art. 

We want to share that. When I was a child, I 
learned that Romans got about in chariots and I 
drew the chariots.” 

Lim says, “Then how do you showcase without 
preaching? You show. We are players who are 
going back to childhood to find the simplest 
forms.” 

They showcase for children and hope that adults 
will learn how to enjoy through the eyes of children 
before it is too late. , 

Why did they choose Sierra Madre? They used 
to pass through the town visiting friends and found 
it “Mayberry U.S. A.” They liked the quiet 
environment which is what they need most in 
their work. 

“We fell in love with the area and decided to 
bring our little laboratory here,” they agree. 

Walls are going up in the offices to block 
out rooms. Pictures, posters, working sketches cover 
walls. Colored pencils and pens spill out of 
pencil cans. 

It smells like paper and paint in the Imagineers’ 
laboratory where dreams are born and memories 
linger.
